On top of this, two of the 
hardestJine American offi- 
cials were busy here: Har- 
lan Cleveland, the Ambassa- 
dor to NATO, and J. Robert 
Schaetzel, the Deputy As- 
sistant Secretary for Eu- 
rope.

polite but fdren and to avoid 
a break. 

This, of course, did not 
x prevent some hard words 
being spoken in private 
around the Palais des 
Congres, but at least they 
are not on the public rec- 
ord. However, the net re- 
sult is likely to be more poi- 
son in the air between and 
among allies.
